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gan last spring, when an educatio 
al program was lauched urging 
residents of Wilmington to check 
wp on their Tetanus-Diphtheria 
immunizations, and to see their 
family physician if they needed 
basic or booster immunization.

Chairman Austin Rounds told the 
board (a full meeting, with Mrs. 
McKie, the new member, in at- 
tendance, even though not yet sworn 
in) that the Town Manager and Fred 
Jaeschke are making arrange- 
ments for the equiping of the room 
with furniture.

The two men reminded the board 
that in the last instance where Avco 
Sought to have land re: the 
firm was ynable to tell the purpose, 
other than that it wanted the landto 
be zoned as was the rest of its pro- 
erty. Since then the land that was 
rezoned several years ago 1s now 
the Avco tennis court. ~ 

The point of the story was that 


Aveo was not seeking to erect an 
industrial building on the Barrows 
houselot, 

Robert Stevens of Eastern Real- 
ty appeared with some Land Court 
plans of land in the Beacon Street 
area, The land was shown in 25 
foot lots, and the board, instead of 
signing it, took the plans under 
advisement, 

Mr Stevens told the board that 
he was the owner of Eastern Realty 
while his father was the owner of 
Tower Realty, 


Kenneth Scribner of Peabody, the 
owner and developer of Esquire 
Estates, in North Wilmington, ap- 
peared to discuss the possibility 
of his ‘taking over’ a proposed de- 
velopment off Federal Street, near 
the Maple Meadow Brook, 

The development was proposed 
originally by two other men, who 
were unable to satisfy the Plan- 
ning Board as to their compliance 
with requirements, Dan- 
ny Gillis told Scribner that it was 
‘the wetest plan I have seen’, 

Scribner was willing to sacrifice 
five of the proposed 26 lots, as 
being too wet, 

He was advised to have a Civil 
Engineer prepare proposals on how 
the land was to be drained, before 
he spent too much money. 

The board voted, on motion of 
James Banda, to make their ser- 
vices available to the Hospital 
Committee ofthe Wilmington Cham 
ber of Commerce, insofar as any 
information that the Board might 
have. 

Rounds told the Board that the 
proposed new Sub Division Control 
Regulations, being prepared by 
Planner Sam Snow, are now com- 
Plete, except for specifications on 
street construction, 

The board instructed Town En- 
gineer Al Savignac to prepare some 
Specifications for the purpose, 

The new regulations do not re- 
quire a town vote, to be put into 
effect, the Board was told, 

Al Savignac told the board that

‘not up to the PBC to do so’. 

Currier: They've got one guy up 
there - running compaction tests- 
it’s ridiculous! 

Guarino said that he would, per- 
sonally, like to see the roof put on, 

Barry: Why aren’t they doing it? 

Currier; (sadly) A beautiful sum 
mer gone to waste! - One rainy day 
and they will want a month’s ex- 
tension, All they do isrunatractor 
back and forth- read White’ s letter 
stating the cement work is to be 
finished by Sept. 1- it?'salle~ they 
didn’t do it! 

Michelson summed up by saying 
that the letter (notice to the bond- 
ing company) should go, regardless 
of any other promises made by the 
general contractor.

Library Board 

Mrs Neilson, Miss Allen, Mrs 
Chipman and Ralph Kelman joined 
with the PBC at this point to dis- 
cuss the cost of the new library. 

Guarino Teported that he gave 
the plans to a professional estima- 
tor, who had replied with a letter 
giving the rough estimate budget 
cost, for the library, of $25.50 per 
square foot, 

A PBC member said that ‘it 
should be taken into consideration 
that the estimate is on the ‘high’ 
side, and that this rough estimate 
is based on arather luxurious con- 
struction - for example, an econo- 
my could be made by substituting 
another type of shingle for the slate 
roof shingles listed on the original 
plans, 

Kelman queried how much more 
would it cost to have a full base- 
ment? to which Michelson said, 
after some figuring that it would 
cost $25000 plus, in construction 
costs for the rest of the plan, 

Mrs Neilson asked if it were 
always cheaper to build up, rather 
than down? - Always, was the con- 
sensus, 

Guarino mentioned that this was 
a ‘budget estimate’ and it is high 
to cover all contingencies, 

Barry remarked that he didn’t 
think slate roofs were so much

better -- harder to repair, and 
asphalt shingles last 20-25 years, 

Kelman mentioned that McNitff, 
(the consultant), had said that he 
thought $22 rather low for this 
area, A discussion was made of 
various library costs since the last 
few years, and it was brought out 
that the loss of productivity in con- 
struction over the years has con- 
tributed to the rise in cost, 

Currier mentioned the possibili- 
ty that: ‘If you don’t put it in now 
you won’t get anything from the 
Federal Government later on’, 

Guarino said that when ‘we get 
to the working plans there are a 
lot of economies that can be made, 
tiles, ceilings, etc.’ 

There was a discussion of a li- 
brary brochure, and Kelman jok 
ingly mentioned to Guarino that 
the elevation he plans to have of 
the building would look very nice 
in water colors, 

The estimated time of construc- 
tion was placed at one year, and 
the maximum reimbursement tobe 
expected from the Federal Govern 
ment 25%. 

The figure quoted in the budget 
estimate would bring the total con- 
struction to close to $800,000. 

Next Monday the Library Board 
is to meet with the Selectmen to 
describe their project, 

The meeting adjourned at 10;05 
pm,
